| Eloquent Speeches by Lord Ripon 


and Mr. Morley at Dublin. 


The Freedom of the City Presented 
to the Distinguished Visitors, 


A Brilliant and Representative Gathering 
in the Corporation Buildings — Home 
Rule for Ireland Assured—The Military 
Situation in Ireland—Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s Bold Keciprocity Scheme—Callan 
and Harkins Convicted—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, February 8.—The Marquis of Ripon 
and Mr. John Morley were yesterday present- 
ed with the freedom of the city of Dublin in 
the corporation buildings in the presence of a 
brilliant and representative audience, with 
Mr. T. D. Sullivan, M. P., ex-Lord Mayor of 
the city, in the chair. The distinguished visit 
ors signed the roll of freemen, and Mr. Sulli- 
van having addressed the assemblage, Lord 
Ripon spoke in reply. Having referred to the 
visits of investigation made by Englishmen 
and Scotchmen in Ireland he said: ‘‘Now, 
ladies and gentlemen, the upshot of 
these inguiries and examinations has 
been a growing and strengthening con- 
viction among the great masses of the 
English people of the justice and wisdom of 
home rule, a system of homerule for Ireland 
which will give to the Irish people the man- 
agement and control of their own affairs while 
preserving the unity of the Empire [applause], 
and which will secure to Irishmen the full en- 
joyment of those liberties which are the cher- 
ished inheritance of every Englishman and 
Scotchman. . I believe I speak the sentiments 
of a large portion of my fellow-countrymen 
when I say they are daily becoming more and 
more convinced that the concession of home 
rule to Ireland is a necessity for Great Britain 
and for Ireland, alike. [Loud cheers. ] 

Now, sir, we have come here on this occa- 
sion to assure you of sympathy on the part of 
those with whom we are politically connected, 
and to tell you of the strong conviction which 
is growing in the minds of our countrymen in 
favor of a reasonable concession of home rule 
for Ireland. [Cheers.] It seems to me that 
you ofthe corporation of Dublin, inmaking us 
to-day free of your city, have been doing an 
act truly symbolical of the deepening friend- 
ship and strengthening union which is grow- 
ing more and more every day between 
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4 


tohsers.] I can’t say that in the past you 


have always been just to Englishmen, but I 
must admit with shame that Englishmen have 
often been unjust to you, and it is time to put 
an end to that state of things. Applause. 
It is time to recognize that our Empire 
cannot be consolidated and a lasting policy 
cannot be built up by the instrumentality of 
force. [Applause.] I still hold, no matter 
who may oppose it, to that great and pregnant 
saying, that ‘Force is no remedy.’ We have 
been convinced by long and bitter experience 
of the great truth of that great saying, and 
should turn to look for another and better way. 
The past, ladies and gentlemen, has been 
marked by a formal union between Great 
Britain and Ireland that has withheld from 
you the rights to which you were justly en- 
titied and also by A deep separation vastly in- 
jurious to the English and Irish people alike. 
We have come now inthe hope that we may 
beable todo some little to make that union 
real, to close forever that fatal separation and 
to found the union of the three kingdoms on 
the only safe and sound basis—the real union 
of the heart and will of the three peoples. 
Sir, Istand in the midst of the corporation 
and beneath the statue of O'Connell [ap- 
plause], to whom we English Catholics owe 
so much for the political equality which we 
now enjoy [loud cheers], and I cannot forget 
that it was in the midst of your corporation 
that that great Irishman in 1843 brought his 
great indictment against the system of the 
English Government in [reland—at that time a 
system, I regret to say, which in some of its 
worst features continues down to the present 
time. It is our purpose, as I have said, 
backed by your wisdom and forbearance,

“Bat, gentlemen, it is not merely for 
act Gf honor done tous as individuals that 
thia@ecasion ie remarkable. You have paid 
us tis great honor aud conferred this dis- 
tinchion upon us because we are believed, and 
I truly believed, to represent a great po- 
litical cause and the advancement of a great 
political reform in Ireland. 80 far as my share 
in this great work is concerned 1 have not, 
like my noble friend, the credentials of long 
parliamentary standing, as I have not 
always judged rightiy of Irish affairs 
within the last eight years. But I 
may glam that I have from the earliest days, 
twenty years ago, when studying the career of 
the greatest of Irishmen, Edmund Burke, 
down to the day when I entered the not very 
radiant precincts next door [laughter], that I 
have never lost my conviction that the great- 
est triumph that an Englishman could achieve 
would be to reconcile the people of England 
and the people of Ireland, and that for the 
reconciliation we must look in one direction 
and in one direction only, and that is giving 
to Irishmen, restoring to Irishmen, a fair 
and proper share, a full share, in the man- 
agement of the affairs of their country. 

**We had last night a very remarkable proof 
that in conferring the honor which you have 
conferred upon us to-day the people of Dublin 
warmly and even enthusiastically concurred. 
I have seen in my time a good many outpoy- 
ings of crowds in great capitals, and I say, 
and say it with all sincerity, that never in my 
life have I seen a great assembly animated 
with so fine a spirit, behaving with such good 
humorand good nature, showing us clearly 
that they knew and fully and earnestly appre- 
clated the purpose for which they had 
gathered together. Mr. Sullivan has rightly 
said that that will make a great im- 
pression on the minds of our 
fellow-countryméen in England. It will 
convince them that we were not wrong when 
we said that the people of Ireland, the great 
majority of the people of Ireland, are not, as 
Mr. Sullivan said they are not, separatists 
[cheers], that the great crowd expressed the 
national aspirations of Ireland, but they 
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do not forget, and have not forgotten the obli- 
gation which it imposes, 

But, as Mr. Sullivan says, there are new 
doctrines in these later days. The doctrine 
was broached, I will not say to my amuse- 
ment, but it was broached not long ago 
atthe Leinster Hall by an Englishman, the 
doctrine that you must now count heads. Or you 
must, I suppose, weigh purses. [Cheers and 
laughter.] We are told that the Government, 
which was attacked, unitedthe wealth, the 
intelligence and the industry of the country. 
Well, these are modest claims on the part of 
eur friends who met in the Leinster Hall. As 
far as wealth is concerned, I wonder where 
the wealth of Ireland comes from if it does 
not come from the labors of the people of 
Ireland. As far as intelligence goes, well, 
that is 

A VERY DELICATE POINT. 

We in England should not be prepared to ad- 
mitthe claims of the handful of gentlemen 
who arrogate tothemselves the possession of 
the intelligence of Ireland.. Gentlemen, all 
these politics are the politics of a past age. 
These were the arguments with which the 
first Grattan and O’Connell were met by the 
Fitzgibbons, the Beresfords and the whole 
party of ascendency. They are the argu- 
ments which were opposed to the conferring 
of the franchise on the Catholics in 1793; 
to the relaxation of the Oatholic disabilities 
for public employment and office, which they 
opposed in your own century; to the admis- 
sion of Catholics to Parliament. They were 
the same arguments that were used by Mr. 
Goschen, who said: ‘Is it to be tolerated that 
a change should be made which was not ap- 
proved of and not admired by the wealth and 
intelligence of the country?’ It was the argu- 
ment in those days, and it is the argument in 
these, but I repeat, these are now antedilu- 
vian politics, because it is only a couple 
of years since the possessors of the 
county franchise in Ireland were extended 
from, I think, 161,000 to something like 600,000, 
or nearly four-fold. Was that a farce when 
the Legislature extended the franchise in Ire- 
land? Did they mean.merely to give you husk 
and to give you no kernel? Gentlemen, it was 
a farce; it was a grievous farce. It was a 
grievous error to allow the public voice in 
Ireland a wider opening, a wider expression, 
if no attention was to be paid to it and if ane: 
British Legislature was to go on listening | 
only to the servile minority. What is the 
use, Ivask you, in Ireland of all this 
tiresome and  balking machinery of 
government by consent, if you intended 
after all to practice government by defiance? 
If they practice government by defiance they 
cannot be surprised if itis met by defiance. 
{[Applause.] We Liberals prefer 
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people excited ,sometimes favored by political 
power, but not fortified, not steadied by polit- 
ical responsibility. Let them ask themsel ves 
whether such a state of things as that can be 
good for trade or commerce; whether it can 
be good either for the. moral or material wel- 
fare of their country. Well, then, let them ask 
themselves whether they really think 
or expect that this great movement for consti- 
tutional reform in Ireland, which is now being 
taken up by a great and still powerful 
party in England—do they really think in their 
hearts that that movement is going to flicker 
out? If they do they may depend upon it that 
they are laboring under a great error and a 
greatdelusion. One way or another, this ques- 
tion must be settled in a popular sense. Until 
the question is settied—and there is no reason 
| why it should not be settled reasonably, equit - 
ably and moderately—there can be no peace 
for Ireland, and there can be no prosperity 
even for those industries and those enterprises 
in which they are interested. That is an argu- 
ment which I commend in all humility and all 
sincerity to the commercial men in Dublin and 
in Ireland. 

My noble friend and I, to whom the people 
of Dublin have given so generous a reception, 
will devote ourselves, with others, with 
great multitudes of our countrymen, as well 
as with our leader, to bring about a settle - 
ment which shall violate neither the integrity 
of the Empire nor the loyalty which is due to 
the great institutions of this realm. [Ap- 
plause.] We know that the task is an ardu- 
ous one. We must have patience and firm- 
ness, both you and we, We must have pa- 
tience and firmness in reconciling doubt- 
ful and hostile minds in both coun- 
tries. I am now, I bave always 
been, and I venture respectfully and 
humbly to commend it to all-I am in favor of 
arguing this question out patiently and with 
as little passion as the circumstances will al- 
low. It is a difficult question. There are 
many who have natural and reasonable mis- 
givings. I am for treating them with patience, 
We are not going to give way to them, but I 
am for treating them with patience, with ar- 
gument and with consideration. By that 
means and by that method I believe we shall 
pave the way toa wise and just understand- 
ing between England and Ireland, dnd we 
shall build up by the concertof English and 
Irish opinion a system by which in Ireland, all 
sects and all interests without distinction 
shall join together for raising your common 
country out of its present unhappiness and 
its present distraction. We have secured

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PREPARING FOR DEFENSE, 


A Russian Writer Compares the Military 
| Situation—A Significant Hint. 


ST. PETERSBURG, February 3.—The Novoe 
Vremya publishes an article from a well- 
known Russian military authority, in which 
the writer charges the Militair Wochenblatt of 
Berlin with deceiving the German public re- 
garding the military positions of Russia aud 
Germany, and says an impartial and general 
elucidation of their true positions is desirable 
in the interests of the two nations. Continu- 
ing he says: The only means of protecting 
Russia from German or Austrian 
attack is to inerease the defensive 
power of Russian forts andthe number of 
troops on the frontier and to expand the rail- 
way system. From a military view there must 
not be regarded merely the narrow aréa of 
actually protected frontier, but the whole 
possible theater of an eventual war. Russia 
must consider the territory from the western 
frontier to the Dwina and Dneeper, whereas 
Germany must ard her country from the 
Russian frontier tothe middie course of the 
Elbe, including Berlin, while Austria must 
protect the territory extending to the 
middie course of the Danube, including 
Vienna and Pesth. The Invalide Russe cor- 
rectly pointed out this view. Regarding the 
number of troops iff the frontier district, if 
the extent of area be considered, a compari- 
son will give sixteen and ahalf Austrian and 
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not cede an inch of her owa. Russia is ani 
mated by a profound love of peace. She will 
not conceal that she is preparing for defense. 
So long as Germany remains quiet she will not 
be menaced with attacks from any quarter.

The Board of Révision Row. 


Concerning his action in regard to the appro- 
priation for paying a Board of Revision, 
Comptroller Campbell to-day said: ‘‘I have 
been submitted to very unjust criticism in this

When Recorder Williams proposed an 
expenditure fora precinct canvass last year I

pro riation was made for a Board of 
vision. Now it has turned out just as 1 
said. Whenthis expenditure was proposed I 
incorporated itin the bill, otherwise the pre- 
vious expenditure would have been useless. I 
went before the Oouncil and the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Council and House of 
Delegates, where the got Seg tye was con- 
sidered, but I did not fight it as it has been 
represented. When it came up in the House I 
was asked the question: Is this rer ex- 
diture authorized by law, and I said it was 
not authorized by law and I say so still. 
The Constitution, section 1, article 8, defines 
what a general election is, andthe word gen- 
eral is a technical term running through the 
statutes with the meaning given it in the Con- 
stitution, In the Oity Oharter, section 1, arti 
cle 2, defines the general municipal election. 
There are two, a general State election at 
which State officers are elected, 
and a general fmuuicipal election at which 
municipal officers are elected. Now the 
law relating to the appointment of the Board 
of Revisers says it shail be appointed at each 
„General, State or Municipal election.’ It is 
plain that the Board is only provided for at 
general elections, and the coming election or 
any but those designated, notwithstanding 
the universality of the vote, is not one for 
which such an expenditure is legal. My 
opinion did not influence the action of the 
ouse. I had appeared before the committee

the law. Inasmuch

The Tussle Between the Hill and Cleveland 
Factions. 


New Ton, February 38.—Last night the 
Washington correspondent of the WORLD 
telegraphed his paper as follows: Washing- 
ton Is red hot with New York State politicians 
to-night. If any doubt exists as to the tussle 
between the friends of Gov. Hill and those of 
President Cleveland for the control of the 
delegation to the National Democratic Con- 
vention, it would be shaken by a day in Wash- 
ington and talks with thesg visiting states- 


men. The first arrival of prominence was 
Commissioner “Daniel L. Gibbons, who 
was the advance skirmish guard of the 
Hill forces at the Arlington Hotel on Monday 
night. Gibbons is silent and mysterious and 
deciares that his mission is one of ure 
recreation,and that politics has nothing what- 
ever to do with it. om the manner in which 
he observes the Cleveland politicians, how- 
ever, the real p seof his visit can readily 
be udderstood. There is a battalion of Cleve- 
vand advocates at the Arlington. The 
most prominent is @x-Mayor Grace. Mr. 
Grace believes he possesses the key to 
Mr. Cleveland’s success next fall. He 
is hereto show the President how that suc- 
cess can be accomplished. He believes in 
throwing open to the spoilemen all the remain- 
ing places in the President’s gift. Heis posi- 
tive that the same influences that will renom- 
inate Mr. Cleveland for the Presidency will 
renominate Mr. Grace as Governor of the State 
of New Yorkin place of David Bennett Hill. 
By Mr. Grace’s avowed admissions he expects 
to succeed Mr. Hill, and Mr. Hill’s friends, 
therefore, as less dis than ever to relin- 
quish the grip they have obtained on the ma- 
chinery of the State. 

‘*With Grace against Hill for Governor, the 
fight between Cleveland and Hill for the Presi- 
dency,’’ said a Southern member of Congress 
last night. will be a fight to the death.“ 

This is the way an old New Tork politician 
summed up the situation: The fight between 
the President and Gov. Hill seems ater the 
longer it lasts. You can see it here. Ex-

chance. There is no question that he is ad- 
vising the President that the only way 
to secure a united delegation is to 
put the screws on the Hill peo- 
ple, and to turn over enough patron- 
age to make certain that the friends of the 
President will secure control of the delega- 
tion. That the friends of the Administration 
are very uneasy and anxious is sufficiently 
shown by their presence here and their disin- 
clination to discuss politics. Rest assured 
that if they had the certainty that they repre- 
sent, they would not be here so soon after 
last week’s State Committee meeting, looking 
for the Administration to strengthen its 
fences.’’

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MR. CAMPBELL’S BAD BREAK. 

Comptroller CAMPBELL has favored the 
public with a statement of the argument 
with which he induced the House of Dele- 
gates to vote against the Council’s appro- 
priation of $1,000 for a revision of the 
fraudulent registration lists. It only 
shows what “‘trifies light as air’’ can con- 
vince some people that an appropriation 
to carry out the registration law and pre- 
vent the stuffing of ballot-boxes with 
illegal votes is illegal. 

Mr. CaMPBELL’s argument that the pro- 
visions of the regisgpation law apply only 
to general elections,” as defined by the 
State Constitution and charter, further 
resembles our present atmospherio envi- 
ronment in being also very foggy. It 
rests wholly on the fact that the law says 
“the Recorder of Voters, at least ten days 
“before every election held in the city, 
‘shall appoint judges and clerks,” but 
fails toſuse precisely the same language 
about the appointment of boards of re- 
vision. Merely because the law does not 
order the appointment of a board of re- 
vision *‘ten days before every election 
held in the city,” but requires such a 
board to be appointed and meet ‘‘twenty 
days before each general, State or mu- 
nicipal election,“ Mr. CAMPBELL sets up 
an untenable distinction between each 
municipal election” and ‘‘every election 
held in the city,” and gratuitously as- 
sumes that the first of these phrases ex- 
cludes a special election. 

If a special election on charter amend- 
ments submitted as provided for by the 
fundamental law ofthe State and city 
is not a municipal election,’’ what on 
earth isit? If the registration law was 
not enacted for securing a poll of honest, 
legal votes at a municipal election of such 
vital importance, what was it enacted 
for? 

Mr. CAMPBELL’sS forced construction is 
not only contrary to the obvious meaning 
of the words ‘‘each municipal election,’’ 
butit manifestly and flagrantly violates 
the long established and well-known rule 
which requires thatany words of doubt- 
ful meaning or susceptible of two con- 
structions shall be construed so as to pro- 
mote the purpose ofthe law, and not so 
as to defeat the object. When that ob- 
ject isto prevent the stuffing of ballot- 
boxes with illegal and fraudulent bal- 
lots, the defeat of the law by a far- 
fetched, forced or false construction of its 
words isa foul blow at honest elections 
and popular self-government. 

Even if the mandate in regard to boards 
ofrevision were qualified by a slightly 
different form of words so as to make the 
revision obligatory only for general eleo- 
tions, State or municipal,” that would not 
make it unlawful to use the means 
pointed out and provided by law for 
rectifying the lists at other impor- 
tant municipal elections. Such reo- 
tification is now dlearly  neces- 
sary to oarry ont the purpose 
of the law, and if not commanded is 
not forbidden, and therefore is not unlaw- 
ful. Weare not impeaching the sincerity 
of Mr. CaMPBELL’s opinion, only showing 
that it is clearly wrong.

The conservative policy of the Ways and 
Means Committee in dealing with the tariff is 
shown in the reported reduction of the duty qn 
copper from 4 cents per pound merely to? 
cents. The imposition of any duty whatever 
on an article of which we are large exporters 
to foreign countries is aswindle on its face. 
It serves simply to enable the producers to 
charge American consumers more than they 
charge foreign consumers for an American 
product. It is a fact well known to the trade 
that at one time the difference as against 
American consumers was 80 great that Calu- 
met and Heela copper was bought in London, 
imported to New York, and sold here in com- 
petition with Oalumet and Hecla copper that 
had never crossed the ocean. The copper 
monopolists put a stop to this by buying up 
all of their own copper in foreign markets and 
refusing to sell any except to foreign oon- 
sumers. They had previeusly killed the cop- 
per-smelting works on the Atlantic seaboard 
by the shameful duty on copper ore, driving 
the laborers therein out of employment.

CONFESSIONS OF MUBDEREBS. 


Notable Instances of Where They Have Been 
Secured by Questionable Methods. 


Mr. Brooks, &Sr.’s bitter protest contained 
in the Post-DIsPaTCH cable dispatch of Sun- 
day against the methods employed by De- 
tective Dingfelder to obtain self-incriminating 
evidence from the young murderer now lying 
under sentence of death at the Four Courts for 
the killing of Preller, reaches this country al- 
most simultaneously with the details of the 


summ degradation of one of the foremost 
Judges in France for resorting to improper 
and undignified methods of extracting in- 
formation from witnesses and confessions 
from prisoners. The Minister of Justice, M. 
Fallieres, in ee to the Chamber of Dep- 
uties why he had disgraced Judge Vigneau, 
declared that such proceedings robbed justice 
of its dignity and tended to render it odious. 
The s press is unanimous in expressing the 
liope that the incident marks a new departure 
in criminal procedure and trusts that an end 
may now be put to the objectionable methods 
hitherto used for extracting information. 

The two acts imputed to Judge Vigneau, 
who was intrusted with the preliminary in- 
* into the new charges against M. Daniel 

ilson, are certainly very strange ones. 
When interrogating Ribeaudeau, who was M. 
Wilson’s secre , and who is stated to have 
been his agent in selling decorations, M. 
Vigneau, at about 6:30 o’clock, sudden! 
said to him, ‘‘Don’t you think it is dul 
and time to ro al „Quite so,’’ replied 
Ribeaudeau. ‘‘Well,’’ continued M. Vigneau, 
„ill you dine with me?“ ‘*Willingly, if you 
do me the§honor of inviting me, was the 
response. ereupon the magistrate rang his 
bell and ordered asumptuous dinner, with 
Burgundy and champagne, which was brought 
up to his office,the accused and the magistrate 
sitting an hour and a half over the repast, and 
emptying many botties. M. Vigneau’s object 
is said to have been to elicit admissions from 
Ribeaudeau. It must have been a strange 
5 1 to see acccused and magistrate 
dining ee in the office of the latter. The 
second allegation is this: A. M. Legrand, who 
is stated to have obtained a decoration by pay - 
ing to M. Wilson money, has not replied sat- 
may see gee! to M. Vigneau’s questions. When 
he had left M. Vigneau went to the telephone 
and asked to speak with M. Legrand. The lat- 
terappeared at the other end of the wire. 
„Am Ispeaking to M. Legrand?’’ asked M. 
Vigneau. ‘‘Yes,’’ replied M. Legrand, and 
who are you?!“ I am the man of the Avenue 
de Jena (meaning M. Wilson), was the re- 
ere ged and under this disguise M. Vigneau

EUSTIS AND GOODLAND, 


The Bitter Warfare for a County Seat—Gen. 
Dixon’s Report. 


TOPEKA, Kan., February 8.—Dispatches gave 
particulars a few days ago of the contest be- 
tween the towns of Eustis and Goodland for 
the county seat of Sherman County. The lat- 
ter town was seemingly the winner at the 
election, but the old officers were in Eustis, 
and refused to certify to the new election and 
surrender the records. Then the Goodland 
people armed themselves and forcibly seized 


the records, meee their rivals at bay 
with revolvers an turpentine balls. 
with which they threatened to burn 
the town of Eustis if resistance 
was offered. Upon an 77 to him 

Gov. Martin appointed Gen. am Dixon and 
Capt. McGrath of the State militia to go to the 
scene of the disturbance and enforce the law, 
if it was necessary to call out the militia. Gen. 
Dixon has submitted a report to the Governor 
saying that he had been working on the case 
for a week with little hope of an amicable set- 
tlement of the controversy. Both parties are 
armed and fortified, the towns being only two 
miles apart and the feeling between them very 
bitter and hostile. He says the Eustis fac- 
tion will be satisfied with nothing but crim- 
inal proceedings against the odlandites 
for the seizure of the county records, regard- 
less of the Mey wets = of the delay in settle- 
ment and the further distraction of the com- 
munities. Trade is at a standstill, no crops go 
to market, taxes are high, money scarce, very 
little work for the ordinary mechanic and 
laborer, while the land office in Oberlin re- 
fuses to give claimants their final land proofs 
for the reason that the records at 
the county seat are incomplete 
and not available.

A MASON IN MEXICO 


HAS A HARD TIME, BUL NOT SO HARD AS IN 
CHILI OR PERU. 


In the Latter Countries the Life of a Member 
of This Secret Society Is Never Safe—A 
Novel Jug, Which Furnishes Cool Water 
and Promises to Be a Great Substitute for 
Ice—Some Interesting Facts About Life 
in Mexico, 


Benjamin G. Phillips of Guanajuato, Mex- 
ico, arrived in the cjty last night, and is at the 
Southern. In conversation with a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter Mr. Phillips said: ‘‘There is 
one great industry in Mexico of which little is 
known in this oountry, and in which Guanajuato 
takes the lead. I refer to the manufacture of 
pottery. This gives employment to fully ten 
thousand men and next to the precious metals 
and coffee is probably the article most ex- 
ported. The trade is not in fine pottery, orin 
any bearing even the slightest glaze, butis in 
small and large pitchers, broad open dishes 
and especially in narrow-necked jars of un- 
glazed clay. These latter have been found to 
be the best in the world for cooling 
water, and are sold in all parts 
of the world, except the United 
States, where the general use of ice renders 
any other means of cooling water unnecessary. 
The Mexican jars are of a peculiar kind of 
porous clay, which allows evaporation to go 
on rapidly and continuously, and the water in 
the jars is in the hottest climate kept ata 
temperature but little above freezing. Similar 
devices have been used in India and South 


America, but the Guanajuato jars. have 
proved themselves to be far superior to any- 
thing in use elsewhere, probably owing to 
some peculiarity in the clay, aud during the 
last few years have been in great demand, and 
the number expo has increased to twen 
times the former output. Our trade, whic 
used principally to be confined to the 
Mexican isthmus and to Brazil has spread 
over the whole of South America. 
Last year at least 20,000 jars were 8 to 
Calcutta, and as many to Bombay, while the 
Continent of Europe has taken a very con- 
siderable supply. The trade is in its infanc 
as yet, but is growing with wonderful rapid- 
ity, and will in a few years become of para- 
mont importance to the inhabitants of the 
pottery districts of Mexico, 

This is remarkable for one fact. ‘‘It is prob- 
ably the only industry that civilization owes 
tothe Indians. The jars now manufactured 
in Mexico are closely copied after those found 
in the possession of the Indians on the dis- 
covery of the country, and which are still 
made by the Pueblos. Several modifications 
in com ition and in form of the jars have 
been tried, with the universal result that the 
exact Indian model has been reverted to, as it 
is by far the best that can be used for the pur- 

se. Thejars are made with a moderatel 
ong and quite narrow neck, the body swell- 
ing out 3 and being nearly a foot ig 
diameter. This prevents een’ all evapora- 
tion through the neck, which does no 

in cooling the water and causes 

to go on through the sides 

of the vessels, which are thus kept 

continually wet, making the water inside de- 

lightfully cool. They must be replenished 

ten, but beyond this no attention need be 

paid them, and a capply of cool water is al- 

ways keptat hand at absolutely no expense 

beyond the first cost of the jar.
